accompanied with diuers Noble- 
men and Caualleros of their owne 
Families, to ſeehim,and ro offer him 
their ſeruice; atcer dinner the Prince 
wentabroad, and ranne ſome cour- 


ſes atthe Ring.. . 
. On Wedneſday.the. 1g, the King 


being accompanicd with his Bro- 
thers, DonCarlos, and the Iifante Car- 
dinall, came to viſit the Prince in his 
lodgings, from whence they all 
went into the Kings quarter, where 
hee was entertained with mulicke, 
and ſaw many rare and curious pi- 
Qures, 


Thenext morning being Thurl- 
day, the King came againe into his 
Elighneſſe lodging, and conducted 
bm by a priuate way to his' Coach, 
with whom entred Don Carlos, the 
Infaute ( ardmall, the Lord Marqueſle 

Bucking- 
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Buckingham, the Conde of Olinares, the 
Marqueſſe of Carpio, and the Earle of 
Briſtolahey wenrabour foure leagues 
from the rowne to hunt the Wolfe, 
where they found many hundreds 
of the country people driuing the 
mountaines,who brought neere vn- 
ro the ſcucrall ſtandings of the King 
and the Prince, where they were pla- 
ced with their Peeces, ſome Wolues; 
but they had not che fortune to kill 
any. That day his Marefty and his 
Highneſſe dined abroad in the fields 
vpon theground, and ſpent therelt 
of the day with ſhooting in their 


PECcccs. 


Fryday the one and twentieth of 
March, being the day whereon the 
late King of Sparne died, was ſpent 
by the Kmg and thoſe of his Conrt, 


indcuortion and in performance of 


ſuch 
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ſuch Ceremonies as are vſnally eue- 
ry yeere done by them there in re- 
membranceof his Obſequies. 


The next day the Cardinall Spine- 
la, and diucrs others, Ambaſſadors 
andGraundes came to kiſſe the Pria- 
ces hands inthe morning. After din- 
ncr.the King accompanied with his 
Brothers, and the Conde of Olinares, 
cameinto the Princes quarter to viſit 
him, with whom hee went downe 
into the Gardens, from whencera- 
king Coach, they paſſed into the 
fieldsro ſee ſome flights of the Earle = 
of Briſtol: high flying Hawkes : And 
afterwards they ran ſundry courlcs 
at the Ring that day, 


On Sunday the 2.3. of March, the 
Prince remained priuate in his lod- 
ging till rowards the cucning, and 


then hee walked into the Gardens. 
The 
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The Conde of \ aA fealted the 
Lord Marqueſſe of Buckingham, the 
Earle of Briftoll, and Sir Walter 
Aſten, at dinner that day, and pre- 
{ſented the Lord Margqueſſe with di- 
uers Cryltall veſſels of great worth. 
And cowards night thercarriued the 
Earle of Carl;fle, the Lord Yi/cuunt 


- Andoner, the Lord Moniioy, with 0- 


thers. 


The next morning the Prince was 
viſited againe by the Preſident of 
Caſtile, andthe Preſidents of the 0- 
ther Counſells, who came to let 
him know, that fince the timethac 
the King their Maſter had giuen 
them charge to receive and obey 
all ſuch Conſultas and Commands 
as ſhall come from his Highnefſe, 
there had beene a ſtay made of all 
buſineſſes in rheir Courts, for thac 
hitherto his Highneſſe had notbeene 
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pleaſed ro diſpoſe of any thing; In 
regard whereof they ſaid they had 
taken the buldnefle ro put him in 
minde thereof, and ro beſecch him 
to belceue, that the Order which 
they had receiued from his Mare- 
ſty was not complementrall, bur rc- 
ally defired and intended. And 
therefore they humbly intreated the 
Prince, that hee would vouchſafe to 
giuc ſome ſpcedy order for the dil- 
patch of bufincſle, and the beſtow- 
ing of ſuch places as were then, 
or ſhould heercafter happen to bee 
void. In che cucaing of the ſame 
day, there was running atthe Ring, 
and art the Eta Firmo; his Highnefſe 
breaking many ſtaues very well, 
and with great applauſe. 


Theday following being Tucſ- 
day, the King carried his FHighneſſe 
abroad a hunting to the Pardo, 


where © 
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where they ſpent al the day, and 
had no very good ſport, yet they 
ſaw many Stags and Boares : They 
did cat together vpon the ground 


in the open fields with very good 


appctites. 


e ſ1xand twenticth, the Prince 
ſpentin diſpatching away a Meſlen- 
ger from thence hither. On which * 
day there arriucd at Madrid the Mar- 
queſle of Ingjoga, who was gouernor 
of Millan, and now Vice-King of 
Nauarre, from which place hee 
was ſent for, to prepare himſclfe 
to goe into England, as Am- 
beſlador extraordinary to the King 


our Soucraigne. The more to honour 


him in this imploymentr, beſide his 
perſonall merit, hee was ſworne a 
Counlſcllor of State; he is to depart 
within few daics. |

Thurſday rhe ſcucn and twenti- 
cth, was the firſt day of a Parlia- 
ment held in the Kings Palace, at 
which his Maieſly was preſent in 
the morning. . After dinner hec 
came vnro his Highwſſe, and tooke 
him into his owne lodgings, where 
they ſpent part of that afrernoone 
in conuecrſation, and in-beholding 
diuers Maſters of defence, who 
played at ſcucrall weapons before 


them. . 


The next day, afrer dinner, his 
Highneſſe paſſed away the time a- 
while in a Garden adioyning to 
his lodgings : and abour foure or 
five of the clocke he was by thc Con- 
de of Olinares conducted to a win- 
dow in the Palace, ro fee diuers 
Fencers play; and from thence to 
the Kings Armory, where (amongſt 
many others which were both _ 

| an 
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and curious) hee ſaw the Armes of 
the Emperour Charles the fifth; and 
_ of the French King, Francis the 
. firſt. 


The nine and twentieth of this 
moneth was his M4ieſties Birth-day, 
which cauſed much brauery and 
gallantery in the Court. In the 
morning of this day, the Prince 
ſent the Earle of Br//toll vnto the 
Km, to giue him the Er bora buena, 
as allo ro the Queene and to the Tn- 
fanta, .to congratulate with them 
(as is the cultome of that Court) 
that his Mateſly did on «hat day 
cumplir Anos ; The ſame day the 
Lord Margqueſſe of Buckingbam had 
his firſt audience of the Infanta , 
who recciued him and thoſe that 
went with him, with much curte- 
ſic. In the cucning the Kmg having 
with him the Queene, the Infanta, 
B 3 Don 
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Don Carlos, and the Infante Cardinal), 
attended on by the whole Court, 
went in a folemne manner to vi- 
fit a Monaſtery of the Deſcalſas, 
wherein liucth the I:;fanta Dona 
Margarita, Daughter to the Empc- 
rour Maximilian, and great Aunt to 
his Maieſtly. His Highnefſe to ice 
them went priuatly in a Coach, 
and was conducted in ſuch a man- 
ner, that ar their going thither, and 
returning, heſaw them paſſe by in 
fourc {cucrall places. 


T he next day being Palme Sun- 
day, his Mateſlie and all the 
Court paſled through ſome parts 
of the Palace, in a ſolemne and 
publique proceſſion, the which 
the Prince likewiſe beheld from a 
ſecret place. In the afternoone the 
King and the Prince met to {ce the 
fencing againe, with which they 

enter- 
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entertained themſclues ſome time. 
And this day his Highueſſe gaue one 
thouſand pounds [tcrhng, to: bee 
beltowed and diltribured in the 
Holy weeke in almes, vpon pri- 
ſoners and other poore people of 
Madrid, which was greatly cſtce- 
med, and hath done him much 
honour with all ſorts of people 
there. 


On Munday the Genoa Am- 
baſſador with all the Elombres de 


| Negocids of that State, which 


were in Madrid, came and kif- 
ſed his Highneſſe hands. The reſt 
of that day hee ſpent in reading 


Spaniſh and in priuate. 


Vpon the* ſecond of Aprill, 
the Prince hauing with him the 
Lord Marqueſſe of Buckingham and 


the reſt of the Engliſh Nobility

The next day being Wedneſ- 
day in the Holy weeke, the pub- 


lique and ſolemne exerciſe of de- 


uotion began, and rhe Proceſſion, 
and che diſciplinants which cuery 
yeerc doe viually paſſe through 
the ſtreets, and likewiſe (as their 

cultomc 
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cuſtome is) cloſe by the Palace, 
ſo that the Prince beheld themi'oat

the Prince his comportment was ſo 
naturall and ſurable to his qualirie 
and orearneſle; that he gaue thereby 
juſt cauſe tro the Spaniards highly to 
honor him, as it appeaxesthey gene- 
rallydo. From the Queenes fide he was 
conducted by his Maieſty ; in the 
lame Equipage that, hee came. thi- 
ther, vato, the Kings fi ide; whore 
when hee had chtertained his Flegb- 
neſſe a while, with bcholding fs a 
Winday certaine Maftersjand, Gen- 
tlemen.chatexerciſed Fencing before 
them ; his Maieſty-thea led him; to 
another window thar looked: 'vpori 
a large placeheforerhe. Courr: gate, 
and telling the Prince chathe would 
only goc and ſee the, Qazene, roake 
his Brother Don Carlas,with: him, \lca- 
ning the nfante Cardinal with the 
Prince, to expect his recurne.; Bur 
before much LIM; was paſſed, there 
appeared about threelcore. of the 
principall gang of that King- 
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dome in the place before the win- 
dow, who were all very richly 
apparrclled with Embroyderies, 
andbcing on horſcbacke ranne two 
and two'togcther their ſcucrall ca- 
reeres : they had all their faces: dif 
couered, fanc onely the K'meg, Don 
Carlos, the Conde of Olinares, and the 
Marqueſſe of Capio, who: had vi- 
zards. 


On Eaſter Munday his Fighneſſe 
diſpatched hicher anorher meſſen- 
cr, at whofe deparrure (God be 
thanked) hee enioyed | perfect 
health , hauing beene continually 
from time to time cxceedin 
much careffed and cſtezmed by 
that King, who delighteth ex- 
tremely in his company, and 
tly honored by all the Court 
or his braue and Prince-hke Com- 
portinents.” 5
